Tun Stockton Republican says: 
Tnere has been something of an 
agitation in San Francisco recently in 
regard to securing for that city better 
rates or a new transcontinental rail- 
way. The fact of the matter is the 
merchants of that city first drove 
away a large portion of their trade, 
and are now working every possible 
scheme to get it back again. On ac- 
count of their shameless methoils a 
few years ago the country traders who 
formerly looked to San Francisco for 
their supplies now go East and pur- 
chase for themselves, and it is the fact 
of these country merchants baving 
succeeded in getting the same rates of 
transportation that San Francisco en- 
joyed, that made the latter place kick. 
The following short editorial from the 
Record- Union tells the story in good 
shape: “San Francisco commerce had 
its origin in sea carriage. So long as 
that was its source San Francisco dis- 
tributed by land to the interior all out- 
side supplies the latter needed. But 
changed conditions puts San Francisco 
at the western end of transportation 
routes that traverse the territory she 
supplied formerly from sea carriage. 
She now wishes the original distribut- 
ing condition restored, so that the 
commerce by rail as well as by water 
shall come firet to her, and then be 
carried back to her customers.

HISTORIC HOLY COATS. 


Garments Supposed to Have Been Worn 
by the Saviour. 

The Holy Coat of Treves, when last 
removed from its place of concealment, 
said to be in the high altar, was still 
intact. It is aseamless garment, says 
Lue St. James Gazette, without orna- 
mentation of any kind. Its body is 
fashioned like a cossack, reaching 
nearly to the feet. Its length, from 
the collar to the hem, is five feet two 
inches in the front and five feet three 
inches at the back. The sleeves are 
wide and short, reaching to about 
the elbows. The garment is en- 
tire, but would not bear much 
handling, being considerably worn in 
parts. Apart from the suspicious 
blank in the record of its preservation, 
the Holy Coatof Treves has at least 
one likely-competitor in the Holy Coat 
of Argenteuil, which claims to have an 
unbroken history since it was pur- 
chased of the soldier who drew the 
prize immediately after the crucifixion. 
The history of the coat is written by 
St. Gregory of Tours, who states that it 
was taken to Galatia, where it was pre- 
served in a wooden box. During the 
Persian war, in 590, the coat was re- 
moved for safety to Jaffa, and four 
years later to Jerusalem. After being 
transferred back to Persia, the relic 
found its way to Constantinople, 
whence the Empress Irene sent it asa 
gift to Charlemagne, who presented it 
to his daughter Theodrada, Abbess of 
Argenteuil, A. D. 800. It was there cut 
into several pieces by a priest, and 
some of the pieces have disappeared, 
but the greater number remain. The 
fragments which are still preserved are 
of goats’ hair without any visible seam. 
Besides these two famous coats there 
are others, all claimed to be the verita- 
ble coat worn by the Saviour immedi- 
ately before being crucified. The best 
known ofthese are the Holy Robe of 
Moscow, that of Rome, and those de- 
posited at St. Roch, Maggiore, and Ven- 
ice.

STONE FORESTS, 
Petrified Trees Still Standing in Various 
Parts of the World, 

Stone forests are found in various 
parts of the world. In many cases they 
are hardened by some peculiarity of the 
atmosphere, and are found standing 
just as they were when clothed with 
green foliage, thousands of years ago. 
The Little Colorado river in Arizona, 
says the St. Louis Republic, has long 
been famous as a locality for such finds; 
at one place more than one thousand 
five hundred cords of solid stone tree 
trunks, sections, limbs and logs were 
found by the government surveyors. 
Most of them were silicified; many
